And whereas ſince the iſſuing fozth of the ſaid 
P2oclamation, ſeveral Retailers of the ſaid. Liquoze, by their humble Petition on the behalf of them- 
ſelves and other Retaylers, did n to His Majeſty, That there are great quantities of 
Coffee and Tea at pzeſent in their hands, foz which the Duties are already paid ; beſides What are already 
Shipped in parts beyond the Seas fo2Eogland, and cannot be Remanded Without great loſs to the Owners 
thereof. And further, thereby, Cc confeſſing the fozmer Milcarriages and Abules committed in ſuch Coffee- 
Houſes, and crpzeſſing their true Sozrow foz- the ſame, and pzomiſing their utmoſt Care and Endeavour to 
pꝛevent the like, fo ſuch time as they (hall be permitted to Retail the ſaid Liquozs in their reſpective Houſes ) 
- didhumbly Beſeech His Majeſty, That He would be G2acioully pleaſed to give them ſome further time fo2 the 
Uending of the ſaid Commodities, which would otherwiſe lie upon their hands. And did further Offer, 
That if they might be permitted to continue to Retail the ſaid Liquozs (within their reſpective Houſes) they 
would not onely take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supzemacy, but alſo enter into Recognizances to His 
Majelty reſpectively, at the, Sellions of the Peace to be holden in the reſpective Counties, Cities and Libertics
